Final of Series of Lectures by 
Noted Scientist 

The «erles of three lectures delivered 
to the Physical Sociol y of McGllj Uni- 
vorslly on Wednesday, Thursday ami 
Friday of this week by Dr. 8ilber*teiu 
have boon remarkable In si high de- 
gree. Not only have thoy presented 
lo iho minds of the large audience of 
professors, lecturers, ;uul students who 
attended the series, une of Un? vastest 
problems with which the human mind 
can (rrapplo, but the audience hhfl been 
privileged to woe one of the few mon 
who has comprehended tho problem 
and to liciir him give for die first lime 
in public exposition of IiIh own eon- 
eeptions of the Universe, some of the 
fuiidameuis.l properties of which ho 
has himself done, so much in an at- 
tempt to evaluate. 

Tho ProinJIinary lectures dealt with 
the geometries of space; the early at- 
tempts to formulate mathematical 
equations which would hold true not 
only in er'restrlSl measurements but 
also in pl.nsctary measurements; tho 
discrepancies which invariably oc- 
curred between theory and observa- 
tion in the latter clays of measure- 
ments; the great conception of Kin- 
stein whereby the Universe was to he 
treated mathematically as a four 
dimensional "Spacetime'' continuum 
and his later inspiration Whereby he 
conceived spacetime as finite accord- 
ing to the principles of elliptical 
geometry; the modification of the TCin- 
stcin spacetime equation by do .Sitter 
whoso beautiful theory has overeoni" 
th e outstanding: difficulty of Einstein 
Coitmology and has prophosized 
measurable deviations between obser- 
vation and the classical theory, when 
the measurements deal with distances 
as great as that of the distant stars 
and nebulae. 

This latter work, based upon the 
spacetime equation of do Sitter has 
been largely done by Dr. Sllbcrstoln 
and his address last night was tho 
crowning of the series. 

lie confined ills attention to a dis- 
cussion of the Radial Velocity of any 
star or nebula. This velocity In the 
line of sight is measured by the Dop- 
pler effect, that is to say, by the dis- 
placement of a spectral line In the 
stellar spectral photograph relative 
to the position of that line in the spec- ' 
triim of a similar source of light on 
the earth. Hoih RlliKtoln and do Hit- 
ter showed theoretically that the 
greater the distance of the star from 
th 0 observer the greater would be the 
shift of Ihi' spectral line; but their 
theories only a lowed for a shift to- 
wards the Itil end of the spectrum. 
Observation, however, shows that, not 
all the stars are receding, a, consider- 
able proportion having motions to- 
wards the Solar System; and of the 
forty star clusters whose velocities 
hn.ve been measured, ten percent are 
approaching. Thus lh e theories of 
Einstein and de Sitter regarding stel- 
lar velocities do not. fit the facts and 
must be abandoned.

IS EXPLAINED 

Sportsmanship is Foundation 
of Game Says Michigan 
Coach 



FIELDING YOST 

Players and Spectators Must 
Respect Decisions of 
Officials 



Kieldin.tr Ym.-i. athletic director al 
(.he University of Michigan! is respon- 
sible for the following statements re- 
garding sportsmanship in college ath- 
letics. While dealing with utiilotlcs 
as a whole. Vest confined most of bis 
remarks, made before a rcccnl meet- 
ing of the KoolbaU Coaches Associa- 
tion, to football : 

"Football's value to the men wh"g 
play it, and (he. men and women who 
watch it played, depends upon the de- 
gree to whle.li ii fulfills certain rr- 
•■ qulrements which have nothing to do 
j"! with the technicalities of Hie game >t- 
■ splf. Ii must rosier a spirit of fair 
play and good .sportsmanship in both 
player and spectator and it must ■ in - 
•press upon participants and audience 
alike that it Is a means to an end and 
not an end in itself. It must furnish 
to the thoughtful observer same 
grounds for believing that it is an in- 
tegral part of the educational system, 
and not merely an athletic spectacle. 

"Thero is no synonym for sports- 
fnanshlp, but if one word were to be 
chosen that might most nearly express 
its meaning, that word would be 're- 
spoct.' The j;ood sportsman has re- 
He respects 
01' the game and seeks no 
unfair advantage. The sportsmanlike 
player respects the officials and abides 
'. by their decisions. Above, all, the 
!.. good sport:. man respects the game he 
'l> is playin-- and conducts himself at 
i all times in such a manner as never to 
bring criticism or discredit upon its 
name. 

But sporlumanship docs not end 
with the players. The studenLs and 
other spectators at college conbosta 
ore ,on tr^fd Just aH surely as are 
thjp K>*mber* " f the team. Jiow well 



they react to clean .ploying on the 
field, and the manner in which they 
co-operate with officials are as esscn-. 
tiul to good sportsmanship as is the 
conduct ol the men playing the game. 

"Spectators must learn to uphold 
the officials. i'sych'ploglBts tell us 
that we sec those things that we 
look for. It takes much practice and 
considerable menial discipline to en- 
able one to sec impartially. Unless 
one trains lwiuf^'if lu sec onjy facts 
though unconsciously, see those tilings 
that react to his advantage and will 
overlook those thin?s that react, 
against him. So long as this is true, 
partial spectators are bound to i-os 
plays differently than do the officials." 

"In my opinion, football plu y ors are 
ininitcly more sportsmanlike than 
are tli'- spectators. Uefore intercol- 
legiate athletics can mean all they 
should mean, spectators, students, 
critics and school authorities must, 
accept the word of the officials as 
finai.'Tfi'c 'officials arc' in a position to 
see. They have the interest of I lie 
game at heart; Hicy are impartial 
and tiiey alone ea.n ha ve schooled them- 
selves to see only facts. !So long 
as spectators object lo the rulings of 
officials, they arc not educated toMic 
proper degree of sportsmanship. 

"Let the student who criticizes an 
athlote Jo'v .'à mistake., try himself 
to take" J he playor's post. Perhaps 
U:en he might realize just how diffi- 
cult it is always to do the right, thing 
when under the stress of a big game, 
with 50,000 pairs of eyes focused upon 
him."

New York Publishing Com- 
pany Starts Printing Lec- 
ture Notes for Mail 
Order Courses 

Following close "po n th 0 agitation 
recently mudu by members of the 
University faculty a gainst the Bliïo 
and use of printed nylon before the 
mld-yeiir examinations comes the tin- 
iiGtinc«nio|)t of the organ izntlori of a 
publishing conipapy 1n No\y York for 
the pui'posu of printing and dlstrlbu- 
lltig brnadcaat printed notes of lec- 
lureH courses on varlouu academic 
subjects given hy Prominent college 
lecturers In the East, 

Tho eh nig.j of "Intellectual bootleg- 
ging" made by Dean Oreonough 
against the vending of printed notes 
In Cambridge, hpwovcr, does not ripply 
lo thin now enterprise 'It Ib being 
rnrrled on under the supervision of 
the Pcoplo'u Institute, an endowed 
educational institution which tor the 
past 25 years has boen giving lecture 
courses to adult audiences at Cooper 
Union in New York. The, printed lec- 
ture courses are being Inaugurated 
to < m«nd the work of this Institution, 
and they are designed not ho much 
for students In colloge as for those 
men and women who ura unable to 
attend college. 

A Cultural Correspondence School 

It Is, according to Mr. W. W, 
Norton, an officer of the People's In- 
stitute who is directing the project, 
nn attempt toi apply correspondence 
school methods to the touching of 
academic subjects. There have long 
been corresponence schools which 
have given courses by mall in tech- 
nics! subjects tucli as draftmanshlp, 
eiectr.cny anil the like. Hut never be- 
fore have these methods been at 
tempted in the teaching of strictly 
academic ftubjects such as history, 
literature,. pr.nosphy, or psychology 
Aritocracy of Brains Threatened 
That the printing presses may de- 
stroy altogether the old "aristocracy 
of brains," dlffuso cultural education 
to all members of society, and reduce 
the existing Universities to mere la.br 
oratories for the Lecture-Publisher, 
were among the effects hinted at by 
Mr. Norton In a special article pre 
pared for the Crimson, which is given 
In part below: 

"If only Jt were possible to gear my 
lectures) tp a battery of Jlpotype machr 
incs," Dr. Charles A. Beprd, then 
Chairman of the faculty of tJte^.New. 
School for Social Research, onçç said, 
in lamenting the fact that after a 
life time of study he was still teach- 
ing at best only a few - InuxJrett : etud- 
cuts ' each year . And so It is with 
many others whoso w.ork has largely 
been limited to the confines of the 
class-room. 

Lectures Improved Text Book* 
"There aro scholars, Dr. Beard in- 
cluded, who work up their lectures 
every few years in test-book form. 
Such books, however, distilled as a. 
refined product out of their «tudy, 
W not the. same live material a? the 
original lectures. Furthermore, from, 
the standpoint of tho publishers it is 
not practicable to br|np out new odr 
It ions wlttj every advance in a sub- 
ject. Jp couse'iueno*. text. books are 
often very much out-of-d»|e. So. 
with the constant revision itnd re- 
valuation of knowledge, the lecture is 
the instrument in education best de- 
signed lo accomodate Itself to tho 
m-eda of our tlt»<».

The frst course which will be so 
printed and distributed is ope of psy- 
chology b:ised on a series of lectures 
now being given at Cooper Union by 
Everett Dean Martin, the well-known 
author ot "The Eahavior oC Crowd.'' 
This course, which will combine both 
a discussion of Tsychoanalysis and- 
havlorism will be published in 20 
pamphlets to correspond to the 20 
lectures at Cooper Union. 

In speaking of the effects of this 
new educational venture. Mr. Noi> 
ton declared: 

Jolt to Reactionaries 

"If the picture of this new educa- 
tion has been convlnclnely drawn, it 
may striko terror, into the hearts of 
the trustees, fsculty and studeuts of 
existing academic Institutions. Per- 
haps thoy visualizo the crumbling ivy- 
colored walls of old Uolworthy Ha|l 
and tl)«lr ajnia mater no longer re- 
quired at » ttnia when education has 
become the. possession of all members 
of society. Lot* them have no tear. 



them . 

This impression on the part of the 
students hampers the complete co- 
op-ration of professor and student, 
and decreases th= resultant value of 
their mutual lahour. Professors pri- 
marily are working in tho Interests 
of the publlr-, purposing students for 
a life of valuable service to their 
community and their country. Thi3 
la the fundamental Idea of a univer- 
sity training but most undergraduates 
regard a university course a~s a means 
of acquiring an income and are in 
college for a purely s°lfish motive.. 

The professors themselves are little 
more than the servants of the public, 
in the same way the directors of a 
joint Stock company arc tho paid 
servants of the share holders. They 
are paid by the public and the uni- 
versity is maintained by donations 
from the rich men of the. community. 
.The burden of paying for the educa- 
tion of each student is on the com- 
munity though some men arc of the 
idea that their fees, which in their 
opinion is unreasonably large, pays 
for their tuition in university. As a 
matter of fact they pay tor only a 
small percentage . of it. The student 
owes to his community and to his 
country a great debt when he grad- 
uates from college and only by har- 
mony and good will between professor 
and student will culminate in a suc- 
cessful college career and the dis- 
charging of this debt. 

Hoping that even tho most blaso 
uiidergrud will bear this always in 
mind and thanking you for your 
kindness.

NEW THEORY IN 

PHYSICS EXPLAINED 



'.Continued from page 1) 
Dr. Silltn stein then eMKmnded his 
own theory which denies the univer- 
sal scattering of matter involved in 
the two foregoing theories. He as- 
sumes that the Doppler displacement 
or any given line is due to two 
distinct ' and separable causes (It to 
an individual characteristic of the tar 
considered, namely the radial velocity 
which it would have at its closest 
approach to the observer whether that 
position occurred in the past or would 
occur in the future. (2) to the dis- 
tance of the star from the obsei-ver 
measured as the r;idio of that dis- 
tance to the radius of curvature of 
spacetime. 

The first of these dominates the 
result for stars near to the Solar Sys- 
tem, while the. second for outweights 
the first for stars near the boundary 
of our galaxy or for the spiral nebulae 
■which are themselves iirobably small 
galaxies lying tar out beyond the con- 
fines of our galaxy. 

Dr. Silbcrstein has collected all the 
numerical results which are available 
■with regard to the Dopper displace- 
ments and distances of the remote 
■stars and nebula,., and inserting these 
values in the equation embodying the 
relations above described he solves for 
the only unknown — namely the î*<uus 
of curvature of spacetime. The re- 
sults arc so consistant whether from 
the data of stars or nebulae, both ap. 
j't oaching and receding that it is im- 
possible not to attach a tremendous 
importance to this achievement of Dr.

Dm Professor R. H. Goddard of 
Clark University, who has been qui- 
etly conducting researches on the'' 
subject for several years, stated dur- 
ing the recent convention of scien- 
lists held at Cincinnati that "there 
is but one more step to be made b;. .

and this step does not involve any 
unknown factors.

ATHLETIC REGULATIONS (Extract*). 

"All students entering the Uni versify for the first time, anci all 
students of the higher years who desire to participate in competi- 
tive athletics or otherwise engage in violent physical exercise, must 
during the current session, first p ass a Medical Examination to be 
held under the direction of the Di rector of the Department of Phy- 
sical Education. 

"During the session and inclucl ing the Christmas holidays, all 
teams and individual students desiring to participate in 'outside' 
athletics must first apply to the Captain or Manager of the club 
concerned, who must secure the permiskm of the Athletic Manager, 
by whom all such sanctions are g ranted. 

"Should any student take part in any athletic contest not hav- 
ing been sanctioned as above, or who is not personally qualified 
under the regulations regarding e legibility, medical examination, 
etc., such student shall be immed iatelv debarred from participa- 
tion in all University athletics. H e shall be reported to the Athletic 
Board, which body shall, if it sees fit, request the of tender to with- 
draw from the University if the consent of the Principal has been 
given, until Corporation shall deal with the matter."
